This corresponds 
climatically to the latitude of Ireland; for, 
of all the countries in Europe the climate 
of Iveland is most like that of Chile.

Travelling south-east conditions became less 
and less favourable, a fact already noticeable 
in Southern England, but becoming more 
pronounced in central France and Germany, 
and 1eaching its climax on the Mediterranean. 
Now, it is a remarkable thing that if a 
mountain range occurs in these unfavourable 
areas, the potatoes on it become normal! and 
healthy again, just as in the tropical Andes, 
The it is that Switzerland is an oasix of 
good potatoes, where our coastal varieties. 
such as Kerr's Pimk, thrive, and theme old 
varieties persist just as they do here. Irish 
varieties do not grow on the Continental 
plain, the local sorts being somewhat better 
adapted—though still imperfectly—to the pre- 
aes gáis conditions.

Changing of Seed 


It follows from this that potatoes are being 
grown over large areas of Europe and 

America where they are not at home. If 
Europe should relapse into barbarism, as it 
| did more than once in the past, the potato 

might survive here, like the nettles around 
former homesteads, but it would certainly 
disappear without the fostering care of man 
from a large part of the Continent. At 
present it 1s made to survive and to crop 
in these places by the periodica) introduction 
of vigorous seed potatoes—that is, by chang- 
ing seed. Hence the basis of the traffic in 
seed potatoes, 

The conditions recessary for the production 
of good “seed’’ include :— 

(1) A mean July temperature of not more 
than 60 degree Fahrenheit (15 degree 
\ centigrade). 

(2) Uniform summer rainfall and complete 
absence of droughts. According to 

Wollenweber one-third of the rain should 

fall daring the vegetative period. 

(5) High ‘atmospheric humidity, especially 

in the form of cloud, fog and dew at 

night. 

(4) Bright days or intervals alternating with 

the last. 

(5) Long summer days—i-e., a high latitude 

without a corresponding low temperature.

A Tuberculin Tested milk the cows must be 
tested every six months and reactors removed 
from the herd. As well the milk must not 
contain more than a prescribed number of 
bacteria (say 200,000) per cubic centimetre, 
and colon bacillus must not be present in one- 
hundredth of a cubic centimetre of the milk. 

lt m important for those engaged in milk 
production to have as good an understanding 
as they can of what is meant by these tech- 
nical aescriptions., lt will assist them to ob- 
tain the best results in their work. 

Racteria, germs or microbes are minute in- 
visible forms of vegetable life which grow on 
moist or damp surfaces. Common on straw. 
grass, fodder, milk cans, body of cow, manure, 
soil, etc. A few in-the udder itself. Some 
float in the air, but eastly killed by drying up 
Mostly harmless, many useful, a few cause 
diseases such as tuberculosis, influenza, pneu 
monia, anthrax, and are, therefore, dangerous. 
Like all plants they grow rapidly under moist 
warm conditions. bjectionable in milk, as 
they make it go sour or stale, and so they 
must as far as possible to kept out. 


Fresh Milk Best 


Fresh milk, cleanly drawn from a healthy 
cow, contains relativeiy few bacteria, so that if 
milk contains large numbers rt means either 
that it is stale or has been contaminated by 
dirty vessels or in some other way. 

As bacteria are so minute—five hundred or 
more can fit abreast on a thin pencil lme— 
vessels that appear clean may, in fact, be 
swarming with vacteria. 

Bacteria are most conveniently destroyed by 
heat. e.g., hot water and most certainly by 
steam, so that when utensils, strainers and 
other NA have been thoroughly washed 
they shouid be sterilised by hot water or 
steam and then protected against contamina. 
tion. The proper sterilisation of milk cans 
and other utensils does more to ensure a low 
inrtial count of bacteria in milk than anythme 
else. Of cdBrse, gross contamination from 
dirty cows or careless milking must be 
avoided 

Further, milk must be cooled at once to 
50 degrees ¥ or lower. This prevents the 
bacteria which are always unavoidably pre- 
sent in milk from multiplymg 

Elaborate equipment is not necessary ; good 
equipment saves time and money, and the 
best that can be afforded or justified should be 
procured, hut intelligence, knowledge and 
mterest in th: work are much more importaut 
than equipment.

old in thin condition—often animals for 
which the owners could not afford to buy 
the additional food needed to make them 
thrifty.

FARM FERTILISERS 


T would seem that the use of fertilisers 
for cultivated crops is now being well 


taken from the soil. 
beet growers to apply suitable manures has 
been of materia! assistance to merchants im 
this direction. The improved prices obtained 
for potatoes during the past season has been 
an encouragement to adequate manuring for 
this crop; while the not infrequent necessity 
of helping on backward wheat brairds has 
called for the application of stimulating ferti- 
lisers. 


Manuring Pastures 


Unfortunately, however, we see little re- 
covery in the trade for basic slag and the 
other phosphatic manures for top-dressing. It 
might be thought that it was by now gener- 
ally recognised 
pasture was the cheapest method of securing 
food for milk production: and it is extra- 
ordinary that, in the milk-producing and 
creamery districts, where only a few years 
ago top dressing was so freely applied, 
the demand for more and still more milk 
has not been the means of maintaining also 
the better treatment. of the land. 

It is a world-wide experience, however, 
that a shortage of money with the farming 
community is usually reflected in decreased 
purchases of fertilisers: an economy that is 
uot always based on the soundest principles 

The continued neglect of our pastures 
must, in a few years’ time. have unpleasant 
results; and we consider that, if farmers 
cannot. afford to purchase necessary manures 
at existing rates, it would be sound national 
policy fer the Government to subsidise the

IS BARLEY-GROWING 
DECLINING? 


Barley is the one crop which has consistently 
maintained its popularity in the districts in 
which it is customarily grown, so that the area 
devoted to its cultivation -has varied little 
irom year to year. The steady annual demand 
for a definite amount of the grain for brew- 
mg and distilling has, of course, had mach to 
do with this. The regular demand for second 
quality barley by stall-feeders and pug- 
teeders also has readily accoanted for any 
surplus grain. 

the other hand, the recent decline in 
stall.f Owing to economic causes has had 
the effect of throwing quantities of barley on 
the market which is hed to find an outlet 
the maize meal admixture scheme ; 
but the indications are that its use in this 
way hes more than reached saturation point.

The 
award made by the Circuit Court Judge 
seemed to him to be based on a finding, which 
was incontrovertible, that the accident arose 
‘in the course of ” the applicant’s employ 
ment; but the other necessary finding, that it 
arose “ out of ” his employment, seemed to be 
absent.

“FLARED UP” 


His wife ran upstairs. He was sharpening 
the bacon knife wher his wife's other sister, 
Kate Loughrane, came wito the shop for 
cigarettes, which he’ supplied. When his 
wife came back he waa still sharpening the 
knife. He began to take the bones out of 
the bacon and to cut rashers when his wife 
‘flared up.” She was very vexed and ran 
at Pin.

Che Zionist ACovement 


To hear or to read the history of the 
Jews is a marvellous story. For two 
thousand years they have been abroad in 
the world without a land of their own. 
Through all that time they have kept 
alive in different lands the same spirit of 
nationalism, and in every feast they have 
made express mention of their return in 
some such words as these: “ Perhaps, this 
time next year we shall all meet in Zion.’’

Every time Jewry refused: they would 
only have Zion. The result for them has 
been privation, misery and dispersion, and 
the forced separation from their kinsfolk. 
One has only to speak frankly with the 
Jew.to understand what it is to be with- 
out a homeland, and to realise how hope- 
fully to-day every young Jew is looking 
forward to being a citizen of Zion. 


Gardens 


Here and there throughout the city one 
occasionally comes upon a riot of flowers 
in unexpected environments. It is cheer- 
ing to note well-kept rock gardens within 
the squalid railings of shabby basements, 
and it is surprising what can be done with 
what might appear at first sight to be a 
mere rubbish dump. There are very few 
places wherein flowers will not grow, given 
a little care and intelligent management. 
The other day I chanced on a charming 
cottage garden that overlooked and slanted 
down towards the Dodder. behind Pem- 
broke cottages. Not very long ago, I am 
told, this particular plot served as a 
receptacle for broken pots and pans and 
all forms of household rubbish ; now, in 
its small way, it compares very favour- 
ably with many of its suburban 
neighbours.

A Northern Ariist 


It is fortunate that nothing has hap- 
pened in the world of pictorial art cor- 
responding to the confusion of tongues at 
the Tower of Babel. There is, as yet, nu 
such thing as a Gaelic straight line; and 
when Mr. Hitler sees tred he sees the 
same colour as a Rabbi. The Royal 
Hibernian Academy indulges in no nar- 
row racial exclusiveness, and admits the 
canvases of painters from the North as 
well as from the South of Ireland. I 
was glad to see the work of Mr. William 
Conor, R.O.1., in this year’s exhibition. 
He did not exhibit last year, so far as 
I can remember, and that was a pity— 
first, because it is well that Northern 
painters should assert the unity of Irish 
art by showing their work in Dublin 
as well as in Belfast; and, secondly, be- 
cause Mr. Conor is one of our most 
versatile and accomplished artists, as his 
contributions to the current exhibition 
demonstrate. I had tic curiosity to 
make a detailed examination of the four 
oil paintings that represent him, and 
find them all interesting and charac- 
teristic examples of his skill. “ Miss Y,”’ 
his largest canvas, is a fine piece of 
bravura. The girl’s figure is boldly and 
freely painted. Her mass of sunlit 
reddish curls is handled with brilliant 
naturalism, and the enigmatic face is full 
of character and individuality. ‘‘ 1836 ” 
is in another vein of conception and 
execution, and might have been painted 
by a different hand. He has indued 
this figure not only with the clothes, 
but with the character of the early 19th 
century. The brushwork is throughout 
extraordinarily free and bold. A com- 
parison of this picture with his ‘‘ Horses 
and Jockeys,’’ just at hand on the walls, 
will show the student that Mr. Conor’s 
art 1s not a static thing. He is not 
content to paint to a formula, even of 
his own devising. 


A Curious Omission 


“ Horses and Jockeys ” is of a different 
character from either of the oils I have 
mentioned. It is a vivid bit of colour in 
an almost geometrical pattern, and more 
a bold, strikin decoration than a 
suggestion of eek “The Waterbearer ”’ 
is much more subdued, but warms the 
spirit with its tender human sympathy. 
Our hearts incline to the cheery, stitdy 
old body as she takes her burden of a 
bucket of water all in the day’s work. 
She is in the tradition of Mr. Conor’s 
earlier chalk and pencil studies of 
Northern humble life. His work has 
grown richer with the more exactifig, but 
more generous, medium. He handles oil 
paint here as freely: and as surely as he 
used to handle chalk. The drawing is’ 
impeccable, The old woman's bucket is 
heavy with water. The sideward thrust 
of her body bears unobtrusive, but con- 
vineimg, evidence of that. And the whole 
picture is bathed in a mellow harmony 
of colour. To me this small canvas has 
sómefhibg oí the quality of a certain 
Dutch master. . I will not mention the 
name lest, through my enthusiasm for the 
unity of Irish art, I 
exaggerate. But my confidence in Mr.

HEN Mr. Gerald J. Sherlock, Dublin 

City , Started his career as an 

official of the Dublin Corporation, some 
forty-two years ago, he used to ride to his 
work in the old horse tramway cars which ran 
over badly-paved streets. ere were two 
tramway companies in operation in the. city 
at that time. One of them—thie Dublin 
Southern District Tramway Company—had 
charge of the route from Haddin road to 
Dalkey, while the Dublin United Tramways 
Co y operated inside the city boundaries, 
which then were more circumscribed than 
they are to-day. 

The time came when the electrification of 
the tramways became a practicable thing, 
and the two companies began a fight for 
supremacy. The Dublin Tramways Company 
decided to electrify their ion of the ser- 
vice, and at once the thern Company 
lodged plans with the Corporation with a 
view to continuing their system into and 
through the city, bringing tramways through 
such miserable streets as Free street. After 
a good deal of bargaining an arrangement 
was reached under which the Southern Com- 
pany agreed to accept a sum in compensation, 
and thereupon ceased to exist. 


RAPID PROGRESS 


This was one of the incidents in the ‘evolu- 
tion of Dublin City that was watched: by Mr. 
Sherlock. He entered the service of the 
Dublin Corporation in 1894, and in a few 
vears became chief clerk in the Engineer's 
Office, a position which he held for fifteen 
or sixteen years. -. After that he became 
manager of the Dublin Waterworks under- 
taking, and then secretary to the Waterworks 
Committee. The next step in his promotion 
was his appointment as Assistant Town Clerk, 
and in time he succeeded to the post of Town 
Clerk. After the period in which the affairs 
of the city were in the hands of 
three Commissioners Mr. Sherlock was ap- 
pointed City Manager and Town Clerk. 
In regard to the latter appointment, he 
was named in the Greater Dublin Act of 
1930 as the City’s Manager and Town Clerk. 
a thing unprecedented in the history of Local 
Government administration, but which 
showed how highly Mr. Sherlock was thought 
of by the Department of Local Government. 
His successor will be appointed by the Local 
Appointments Commission. 


GREAT CHANGES 


There have been great progressive changes 
since Mr. Sherlock entered into the service 
of the Corporation, and he has been asso- 
ciated with all of them. The city sewage, 
for example, used to be discharged on the 
foreshore of the Liffey, au incumbrance that 
did not make for the better health of 
the people. After much effort the present 
main drainage system was carried through. 

Mr. Sherlock carried out a great deal of 
work in connection with the two large ex- 
tensions of the city area—one in 1901, and 
the other in 190. When he entered the 
Corporation's service the city’s electricity 
supply embraced a very small area, with the 
Fleet street power station as the centre, and 
he was associated with the gigantic develop- 


ments throughout the whole municipal area | 


which took place subséquently when the 
cous station was transferred to the Pigeon 
ouse. 

Again he was connected with very exten- 
sive waterworks developments, with the con- 
struction of a second pipe line from Round- 
wood to Stillorgan, additional pipe lines from 
Stillorgan to and through the city, and the 
provision of a second reservoir at Round- 
wood. 

He has been responsible for work in con- 
nection with the construction of many new 
arterial roads and bridges, such as Annesley 
Bridge and Herberton Bridge, the setting 
up of the new art gallery at Parnell square, 
the erection and equipment of six new 
libraries, and a large number of open spaces 
and playgrounds. 


HOUSING 


Thousands of new dwellings for the 
workers have been erected, and the Small 
Dwellings. Acts have been operated on an 
Sherlock’s 
administration. With the introduction of silent 
paving, road surfacing has been revolu- 
tionised, the system of street cleansing has 
been improved, @nd there has been a con- 
tinual growth of social services, and of im- 
provements: in lighting and other services 


THE RESIGNATION 


Mr, Sherlock’s resignation will take effect 
as from October 1. In the meantime the new 
rousicipal elections will have taken place. 
He could have retired earlier, but it would 
have been hardly fair that his successor 
should enter on his new duties on the eve 
of an election, when all the machinery of 
election has to be looked after. Moreover, 
it will be necessary that Mr. Sherlock should 
remain in his position until the new mem- 
bers have rece . an insight into their 


| duties.

In an interview yesterday Mr. Sherlock 
said that he had seen many radical con- 
stitutional changes in municipal administra- 
tion connected with the introduction of the 
managerial system. 

“From the very beginning, however,” he 
added, “‘I have made it my practice to con- 
sult with the members of the City Council in 
ali important matters involving public policy, 
even, although the Act of 1930 reserved such 
functions to myself. The co-operation oí 
the members in the best interests of the 
city has been whole-hearted and helpful, even 
on the part of those who did not favour 
the managerial system, and this aspect has 
much enhanced my appreciation of their 
action. It has greatly contributed to the 
handling of municipal progress during the 
past six years.

Now, University representation is no 
new feature of democracies, and still 
flourishes in the country that is known to all 
the world as containing the Mother of Payr- 
liaments.

Juionists, is not a scattered minority, but 
either by accident or design, and I think by 
design, is grouped together in a way that 
will enable it to retura the maximum number 
of M.P.'s. As its numbers threaten to in- 
crease, the Northern Government have 
already abolished proportional representation 
to safeguard the interests of Ulster Unionists, 
and now this Londonderry proposition is 
under consideration, whereby seats will be re- 
distributed on a basis calculated to enable 
only a smaller number of Nationalists to find 
seats. It seems a very inopportune time for 
a bill like the University Bill to become law, 
as it will enable the Northern majority party 
to say to the Nationalists: ‘See how the 
Free State Government has passed into law 
legislation which is in effect, if not in design, 
discrimimatory towards our former associates 
in the South.” So the ramparts of partition 
are further consolidated. 

It is a pity that the Government tries to 

make itself appear so conscientious in carry- 
ing out every little '' flag-waving” piece of 
legislation for which it claims it has a 
‘*‘“mandate,’’ when the process can have very 
far-reaching results and undesirable effects in 
other quarters, and when a little discretion 
would seem of more value. The Irish ex- 
Unionists have different views on some matters 
from the great majority of the Irish people, 
but so have mail groups of minorities in 
other countries. 
The totalitarian view of political life, which 
seems to be spreading even to our island, is 
a deplorable development—viz., that all 
should, and must, have the same mass out- 
look. There is no need to think that Irish 
Unionists love their country any less than the 
majority merely because they have a different 
viewpoint.

Their love of country 
and service thereto will never be affected by 
acts which often seem to them to be acts of

ITALY AND ABYSSINIA 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES.

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NEW TRAIN FOR BELFAST 
SUBURBS

LIGHT-WEIGHT VEHICLE 


Use of modern materials has enabled Irish 
railway engineers to build a tráin which, com- 
plete with motive power and seats for 160 
passengers, weighs only 39 tons (without the 
passengers), An ordinary passenger coach— 
with seats for fifty passengers—such as those 
which make up ordinary steam trains weighs 
no less than tons. 

The new train, a Diesel rail-car, has been 
designed and built at the Great Northern 
Railway's workshops in Dundalk under the 
supervision of the company’s chief engineer, 
Mr. G. B. Howden, M.I.C.E., and will operate 
on the Belfast suburban service between that 
city and Lisburn. It may also be put on 
the Dublin-Howth line for a short time in 
the near future. 

. Powered with a 150 h.p. Gardner-Diesel 
engine, the rail-car has a maximum speed of 
42 miles an hour It can be driven by remote 
controls from either end, while the power 
mit is in a separate compartment in the 
centre of the vehicle. One of the safety 
devices which have bee: incorporated in the 
design is a ‘‘dead man's handle,’’ which 
operates in the event of a mishap to the 
driver—shutting f: the engine and applying 
the brakes at the same time.  ' 

_ Two units ot th rail-car, which is 160 feet 
in leugth, are provided for the passengers— 
first, second and third—and the seats, of 
tubular construction, are upholstered with 
resilient rubber.

Sm,—It is time the Irish people were 
warned that they are in danger of losing 
what is the right, the necessity and pleasure 
of every city in the world—namely, a plenti- 
ful supply of good, fresh fruit at reasonable 
prices. 

Every medical man agrees that fruit is one 
of the most valuable aids to health known 
to-day. Every Government in the world to- 
day is endeavouring by every means in its 
power to improve the health of its people;

in the position of finding fruit a luxury, avail- 
able only for those with plenty of means. 
This is solely owing to the way in which the 
Government has placed the importation of 
some of the principal fruits in the hands of 
monopolies, who import inadequate supplies 
of second-rate fruit, and, with the consequent 
shortage, secure prices far above the proper

Then at the 
tion of the pink roads is the edifice, 
edifice is the only word to describe 
blindingly white, colonnaded, be- 
lagged building. I found it difficult to 
magine that the thing ever could be 
nhabited. It looked as cold, artificial, 
mpersonal as. some of the empty 
aces you see in foreign cities. The few 
ple trudging along the two intermin- 
straight roads resembled human 
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beings cast up on Mars. I sped down the 
hill again with a sensation almost of 
panic. 

More slowly now I drove round a bit 
more, and then I saw an A.A. scout. 
ere he would not notice the badge 
tied on with tea twine, 1 said boldly: 
Straight on for Craigavad?’ He cannot 
have spoken for a full thirty seconds, 
“Craigavad?” he asked in wonder; and, 
a man trained from birth to deal with 
morons, taught at enormous expense to 
put strayed motorists right in a moment, 
imbued with a complete knowledge of every 
highway and byway in the district, it 
took him fifteen minutes to work out a 
scheme which might, or might. not, be 
serge ny for getting me to Craigavad, 

ven then we agreed that he had made a 
fine job of it. I arrived At Royal Belfast 


half an hour late—and found the pro- |-?° 


fessional ready to receive me with the 
heartiest of welcomes. (This, as a matter 
of fact, happened everywhere, whether 
I was two hours too early or four hours 
too late.) He said he was ready to start 
any time I liked, and then explained he 
was afflicted with a pain in his neck, and 
this was his first day out for weeks. 
Rather unhappily, I suggested that we 
should call off our match, feeling that it 
would be brutal to make him play with 
one of the most painful and irritatin 
ts that are known to man. He woul 
ave nothing of it, however, and we 


began. 
A Fine Inland Course 


He delved a bit at the first two, and I 
berame more and more unhappy, and then 
he hit a brassie shot about seven hundred 
yards out of a divot mark. Eventually 
he completed the course in 74 strokes with 
the stiffest neck I have everseen. Furtively 
I tried imitating the method he had de- 
vised for himself. It was not a success. 

Royal Belfast, probably. is the finest 
inland golf course in Ireland. Velvety 
greens, close clipped fairways, and plenty 
of distance to every hole. A Jot of people 
say that there is no comparison between 
inland and seaside courses ; but Craigavad, 
with its tree-lined, bright green fairways, 
I found infinitely attractive. Like New- 
castle, however, I shouldn’t imagine that 
you and a couple of the lads could fool 
round the course with a putter in the long 
evenings, with a caravan of caddies brin 
ing up supplies. It is country club golf 


and even the Fire-engine looked a little | 


dingy beside the shining machines sur- 
rounding her. I left for Belfast feeling 
unreasonably. that I was wearing a white 
tie with a black waistcoat. 

From Craigavad to the city is one of 
the fastest main roads I travelled on in 
Ireland, and at about the half-way mark 
I passed one of the new 100-mile-an-hour 
Bentleys. It was being driven rapidly 
and skilfully by a young man in a check 
cap and camel hair overcoat, but the 
fire-chgine swept past him with a roar. If 
he had been going in the same direction 
as ourselves we might have given him quite 
a race. 

Then into Belfast, and many miserable 
minutes joltirig along on those terrible 
cobble stones, which seem to spread over 
the major portion of the city. I was 
for the Midland Hotel, and, over- 
whelmed by the double-decker ‘buses, the 
traffic lights and the armed police, I crept 
along close to the kerb, thinking nervously 
of speed limits, beacons and pedestrian 
crossings, and the other impedimenta 
which afflict the British motorist. I 
gathered the courage to ask the way. An 
extremely friendly native told me to 
watch out for the “ pellirs ohn the rate 
hond sayde’’; and so steeped was I by 
now in the culture of the Six Counties that 
I understood my directions in a moment. 


In the Front Line 


I had been in the hotel twenty minutes 
when I learnt I was in the front line. York 
street spread before me. I went out, to 
took for bloodstains, preferably a few days 
old; and made the surprising discovery 
that barricades had been erected down al! 
the side streets. They were made of 
corrugated iron, at least seven feet high, 
and their purpose, as I learnt, was “ to 
separate the factions.’’ Apparently the 
factions are so sharply divided that a 
barricade across the middle of a street 
does not leave a sheep and a goat on the 
same side. 

Early in the morning 1 left for Portrush, 
rejoicing very very secretly that by even- 
ing I should be back across the border into 
Saorstat Eireann.

tourists. That work had been, and was 
being, intensified in Great Britain, which, 
after their own country, was probably their 
greatest tourist market. During the coming 
year they hoped to organise their staff in 
Great Britain on an entirely new basis which 
would make it possible for Mr. Kelleher not 
merely to sit in his in Piccadilly, but 
to go through that country and teach the 
ople there what this country had to offer 
in the way of tourist facilities. 

The Association also had decided to do 
something new, and which, he believed, no 
other tourist association had undertaken, 
They had agreed to set up their own film 
industry, not merely for schools, ships and 
hotels, but for bigger films for general exhibi- 
tion, and within the course of twelve months, 
not merely should they be utilising the ser- 
vices of such film companies as choose to 
come here, but they should be definitely 
making their own pictures, operated by them- 
selves and built up by their own director, 


NEW MAP OF TRELAND 


During the year they had also produced a 
new map of Ireland. It was, he thought, the 
best map they had ever got qut. e first 
100,000 were already in circulation, and they 
hoped to multiply that number a hundred 
fold and to deve Pp that type of publicity 
along entirely new lines.

TAXATION ON THRIFT 


Mr. Russell, Dundalk, complained of the 
manner in which hotel. owners who made 
improvements immediately had their valua- 
tfon raised. When a hotel proprietor put 
five or six hundred pounds into hotel im 
provements his valuation was immediately 
raised fifty or a hundred pounds. It was a 
taxation on thrift. . 

He referred to a number of cases in 
Tipperary where the valuation of hotels im- 
proved in this way had been raised, and, 
thonghk the Circuit Court Judge ruled against 
the valuation, the officials of the Valuation 
Office brought the cases to the High Courts 
in Dublin, thereby incurring terrible costs, 
though the High Courts upheld the rulin 
of the Circuit. Judge... It was unfair tha 
hotel proprietors should be subjected to such 
treatment. 

Mr. ©. E. Reddim said that he thought 
that the duties on national beer, spirits and 
minerals should be reduced, at least, to the 
level in neighbouring countries. He pro- 
posed a resolution that a revision of the 
scales and/or basis of duties on excisabie 
beverages would be welcomed by the tourist 
industry. 

Alderman Dowd, Drogheda, who seconded, 
said that the time had come when the savage 
taxation of their native industries, brew- 
ing and distilling, should be reduced in 
the interests of the industries, the tourist 
and the working man. 

The resolution was adopted unanimously. 

Mr. P. Hogan, T.D., Clare, said that 
they should aim at providing a mimmum 
standard of tourist services in the matter 
of the railways, roads, "buses and cars and 
other amenities. He would like to see more 
publicity about Ireland on the railway sta- 
tions in London and England and also on the 
‘buses and trams there.

He also asked the hotel-keepers to provide for 
the rainy day. There was nothing worse in 
any part of the world than a dull hotel in 
bad weather. 

Senator Ernest Blythe, also responding to 
the toast, congratulated the Association on 
the advance it had made, but they had only 
scratched the surface. If they could induce 
additional people to take an interest in the 
work and have more co-ordination of national 
effort, he thought it would be possible, rela- 
tively soon, to make the tourist business what 
it should be in this country. He agreed with 
their Chairman that it should remain a volun- 

one, retaining all the freedom and 
initiative characteristic of 
voluntary bodies. It would be right that 
there should be national co-ordinated effort to 
make the tourist traffic here what it ought to 
be. He did not know whether it would be 
any good in having something like a Tourist 
Dev ent rch Council; whether a 
sort of committee could be established which 
would bring other people into the develop- 
ment of the tourist traffic. He was not going 
to say that the tourist traffic could ever 
become as “ix arsan as agricultural or manu- 
facturing industries, taken in bulk, but it 
could come very close to them. 


THE POSSIBILITIES 


Instead of four millions they cou! have 
twenty or thirty million pounds spent here, 
because there were great natural scenic 
beauties in the country. There were attrac. 
tions for sportsmen, there was health, room 
to breathe, and the open road. There were, 
too, historic traditions and attractions for 
= with Irish blood in their veins. It 
ought to be possible to have enormously 
greater numbers of people brought here every 
year. Every authority in the country should 
co-operate in making the fame and name olf 
the country better known and making it more 
attractive. If certain expenditure were to be 
undertaken, from the national point of view 
it would be an investment. They had done 
a great deal for the trunk roads, but he 
thought some of the relief grants should be 
expended on developing their mountain roa‘s 
in various parts. They certainly had not the 
scenic roads to be found elsewhere. They 
could also have piers and promenades, and 
he would like to see a five or six miles pro- 
menade along Portmarnock Strand, with easy 
entrance, so that, instead of having five or 
six hundred people bathing there on a fine 
day, they would have as many thousands. 
They could also consider how they could im- 

rove the appearance of their country towns 
or visitors. 

e was serious in suggesting that the time 
had arrived when some sort of national inves- 
tigation into the potentialities of the tourist 
trafic shocld be made, and into the steps 
that might “be taken by the Government, 
their local authorities, and the Tourist Asso- 
ciation in achieving still greater results then 
they had achieved up tc the present. He felt 
that the tourist traffic was not a denationalis- 
ing traffic, but quite the contrary. He did 
not suggest they should pursue any sort of 
stage Irish tactics or that they should be 
deliberately quaint in their habits or 
houses. They should recognise that the 
more definitely and more distinctly Irish they 
were the greater would be their attraction to 
outsiders. In being patriotic and national

“ Hot air is of much less importance than 

hot soup.” ere is no use talking to 
tourists about the mythical heroes or the 
lories of the past. What you, have to do 
ere is to forget about governments and 
nationality and give the tourists what they 
want. The tourist does not give a damn 
about your Queen Maeve or Cuchulann. If 
you give him what he wants and make him 
happy he is going to come back again. 

This was the view expressed by Mr. Lynn 
Doyle, the well known author and humorist, 
speaking at the luncheon held after the 
annual general meeting of the Irish Tourist 
Development Association in the Gresham 
Hotel yesterday, 

The toast of “Ireland of the Welcomes” 
having beeu duly honoured, the toast of “The 
Irish Tourist Association ' was proposed by 
Mons. Guerlet, French Minister, who said 
that éouring was of vital importance to all 
those countries whose trade palances showed 
a deficit; for it helped to re-establish equili- 
brium of the balance of accounts. The sum 
of £2,500,000 spent last year in the Free 
State by foreign tourists was a considerable 
addition to the national economy, and he 
congratulated the Association on that result. 
It was very possible that among the thousands 
of tourists who came here from Great 
Britain, and even from Americi, there 
were a certain number whe would have 
spent their holiday in France if they 
had not been, quite wrongly, frightened 
by the exchange conditions, Whatever might 
be the reason which deterred them from a 
holiday in Fraace, he could not but approve 
of their choice of Ireland in preference to 
any other country. For his part, he would 
be very pleased to see an increase in the 
number of his compatriots who visited Ire- 
land, for it would, doubtless, induce more 
Irish people to visit France. 


ROLE OF DIPLOMACY 


Was it not the réle of diplomacy to de- 
velop international relations in every domain, 
and particularly in that of touring. The fron- 
tiers of States ought to be all the more ac- 
cessible, and, so to speak, “ permeable” to 

s and merchandise, now that transport 
tacilities had to a certain extent overcome 
distance. It was in the interests of world 
economy, and especially of European nam. 
and it was also in the interests of peace.. As 
long as States considered it expedient to take 
refuge.in a splendid isolation behind a kind 
of Great Wall of China, the crisis would 
continue, and with it the political difficulties 
from which all of them were suffering, more 
or less, morally and materially. It had been 
declared freqtiently on behalf of his Govern- 
ment that the French policy marked a clear 
tendency to a return to normal exchange 
conditions, which were themselves dependent 
on a general stabilisation of currencies. He 
was persuaded that Europe should seek her 
salvation in this direction without further

He had experience of 
the individual effort of hotel keepers in the 
country, and he was pleased with it. 

It was no use talking to tourists about 
their mythical heroes.

FREE STATE FISHERIES 


——- 
INCREASE IN SALMON AND 
TROUT. EXPORTS - 


The report on the sea and inland fisheries 
of the Free State published by the Fisheries 
Branch of the Department of Agriculture for 
the year 1934. shows that during that year 
the imports of fresh and frozen fish amounted 
to 87,2535 cwts. valued at £185,383, and pre- 
served fish 52.987 cwts. valued at £130,580. 
These figures show total increases of 15.262 
ewts. and £49,696. 


As regards exports, salmon and trout had 


to 25,842 cwits. and 
There were also improve- 
ments im the fresh water eel and lobster 
exports of £35,411 and £24,526 respectively, 
while the return for periwinkles showed an 
increase in value of el 867 over the previous 
year. 

The failure of pelagic fisheries resulted in a 
decrease in the export of herrings of 16,815 
cwts., valued at £16,185, the corresponding 
figures for mackerel being 2,002 cwts. and 
£1,713. 


The report contains also the figures for: 


inland fisheries, which show that in 1933 
2.3547.421\b. of salmon were caught, valued 
at £157,113, as compared with 2.603.975 
ewts. valued at £193,305 caught in the year 
1931. The figures for sea trout for the two 


years are respectively 43,862ib. (£1,937), and 
96,076Ib. (£2,777).

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The Strike Weapon 


It took courage on Mr. Seán 
Lemass’s part to raise the question of 
industrial disputes in Dáil ireann on 
Tuesday. His hints, vague as they were, 
of the Government’s displeasure at the 
frequency of strikes must have given 
grave offence to the Labour Party. Some 
months ago, when a Minister ventured to 
hint at forthcoming legislation for the 
control of the strike weapon, he was 
taken severely to task by Mr. William 
Norton, leader of the Labour Party, and : 
since that time there has been no further 
word on the subject. Nevertheless, the 
Government cannot remain indifferent to 
the appa‘ling increase in the number of 
labour disputes which has attended the 
advance of its industrial policy. We 
doubt very much if there has been a 
single day during the last two years on 
which some Dublin workers have not 
been on strike. 


some 


This prevalence of 
stoppages must have more than a chance 
connection with the Government’s policy, 
and must be considered in the light of 
that policy. Within the last four years 
—to quote the Minister’s statement dur- 
ing Tuesday's debate—more than 700 
factories and workshops, large and small, 
have been established within the twenty- 
six counties. This may appear a small 


achievement to nations which have a 
great tradition of industry, but it repre- 
sents a striking change in the Free State’s 
economic make-up, and we might well be 
surprised if it had not inspired a cor- 
responding change in the national out- 
look. The Free State is developing an 
‘‘industrial consciousness,’’ with all the 
good and bad qualities which that phrase 
connotes. Her new industrialists, in 
their smaller way, are acquiring the out- 
look which one associates with the manu- 
facturers of Great Britain and the United 
States. Her

Trans-Atlantic Traffic 


Within a few weeks the Queen Mary 
will be setting out on her maiden voyage, 
and the good wishes of everybody in these 
islands will go with her. The great ship— 
which disputes with the French liner 
Normandie the claim to be the largest 
ship in the world—represents more than 
a triumph of British engineering and 
craftsmanship. The Queen Mary is an

symbol, there is one disturbing thought 
in connection with her which must have 
struck many people.

Are these gigantic 
liners really worth building, except from 
the point of view of national prestige? To 
the man in the street it appears that 
their dual purpose is to win the “ blue 
riband ” and to skim the cream of the 
Atlantic traffic—and the latter aim is quite 
as important as the former. Unless there 
are great deyglopments within the next 
few years, the volume of traffic between 
Europe and America will remain fairly 
constant. Some of it is carried in aaa 
which are moderately fast and moderately 
luxurious ; but by far the most profitable 
part goes to the “super ” ships, and it 
is for this class of traffic that they are 
built. Is there enough to go round? In 
the years before the War Great Britain 
had almost a monopoly, but now half a

6d. a dozen pairs, 
women’s stockings at 23d. a pair; men’s 
sports shirts at ls. apiece, and “ hiking 
shorts ” at 3d. a pair. It was stated, in 
addition, that gaily-coloured “‘ pullovers ”’ 
of Japanese manufacture could be bought 
for 208. a dozen. Contemplating these 
prices, we can understand why Japan has 
Become so formidable a competitor in trade 
not only with Great Britain, but with the 
great majority of industrial countries. It 
was not claimed that these goods could be 
obtained in England, but they are on sale 
in the colonia) markets on which Britain 
has been accustomed to depend for so much 
of her prosperity. There is something 
admirable about this Japanese ability to 
penetrate markets which other nations had 
held for years, and one cannot but envy 
the spirit and tenacity of a country which 
makes so determined a bid for industrial] 
supremacy. Clearly, however, “‘ dump- 
ing’ of this sort tears the foundations 
from the whole doctrine of free trade. Fr e 
trade remains the only rational system of 
world economy, but the system «breaks 
down when nations sel] deliberately at a 
loss in order that they may cut the ground 
from under the feet of their competitors. 
No European manufacturer could hope to 
prevail against the Japanese, with their 
monstrous supplies of labour, paid at a 
rate which would provoke instant revolu- 
tion among European woikers.

The Herzogin Cecilie 

With the news that no further hope can 
be entertained for the Herzogin Cecilie, 
another name must be struck from the 
dwindling list of sailing vessels on Lloyd's 
Register. She was the biggest of these 
ships, and this distinction has given her a 
special interest, and has made her pretty 
name widely known among people who 
never will see a great ship under sail. 
Just a week aco she was first home in the 
yearly race from Australia with a cargo 
of grain, and, if the fates had been kinder, 
she might have graced the seas for another 
ten years, and then, perhaps, have entered 
upon a placid retirement as a museum 
piece. The Herzogin Cecilie was built in 
1902 as a training ship, and thus she owed 
her existence to the conservatism of the 
sea, which, until quite recently, sisted 
upen training under sail as an almost in- 
dispensable part of a sailor’s education, 
even though he might spend the whole of 
his working life in steam. Seven years 
ago, when the last of the British sailing 
ships had disappeared, an attempt was 
made to purchase the Herzogin Cecilie for 
the British flag, but it came to nothing, 
and an old tradition was broken. That 
these ships should disappear gradually is, 
of course, inevitable. The hard facts and 
figures of commerce are against their 
survival, and in a few years’ time it may 
be that even the Scandinavian countrics 
will have abandoned them. Yet when 
they are gone there will have passed from 
the traffic of the seas a certain charm 
which the art of future builders is not 
likely to recapture. The elegance of a 
full-rigged ship on a bright day, with her 
air of fastidiousness not wholly exem>t 
from caprice, impressed upon the beholder 
the justice of the usage whi: . puts a ship 
im the feminine gender. Beauty in ships, 
it is true, is not a property of sail alone, 
and we still can enjoy the just propor- 
tions and unruffied dignity which make of 
a great vessel a goddess or a queen. The 
sailing ship was a younger lady.

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FACTS ABOUT “PALESTINE 
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TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—I have read with very much interest 
the account of the interview with Mr. 
Vincent Sheean on the political conditions 
in the Near East, which appeared in your 
issue of April 23rd, and regret to have to 
point out that the statements he is reported 
to have made about the new Jewish settlers 
in Palestine are not in accordance with the 
facts. 

Mr. Sheean is said to have observed that 
“the Hitler edict against the Jews has 
caused a wave of Zionist immigrants to 
swamp the principal towns and cities.” The 
fact is that during the past three years the 
number of immigrants from Germany was 
altugether 30,000, while the total Jewish 
immigration into Palestine in the same 
peri was over 140,000, and the total 
Jewish population amounts to over 380,000. 

Nor is it correct that the “ newcomers, 
unlike the old Chalutzim (pioneers), who were 
glad to toil with their hands in the fields, 
are causing great worry to the authorities.” 
The fact is that at least one-third of the 
German-Jewish immigrants have settled on 
the land, where they have made good, while 
the other two-thirds are. engaged in 
industrial, commercial, and professional 
occupations, The immigrants from Germany 
are estimated to have brought into the 
country a sum of about £10,000,000 since the 
Nazi revolution, and they have thus con- 
tributed to the economic prosperity of the 
country, from which the Arabs, as well as 
the Jews, have profited. The services 
that they have rendered to the general develop- 
ment of Palestine have evoked the apprecia- 
tion both of the authorities and of all others 
who have had the rtunity of seeing 
what they have accomplished.— Yours, etc.

League of Nations Union

374,000 members, and its tevehue is 
derived wholly from subscriptions. The 
amount received last year was £36,530. 
but lately there has been a tendency [cr 
the subscribing membership to decline. 
The numbers in Great Britain are of par- 
ticular interest when it is realised that in 
France the Union has only fifteen 
branches, and publishes no membership 
figures. In the Scandinavian countries ):

Japan has 9,000 members 
and 68 branches, while in 1934 there were 
no fewer than a quarter of a million 
members in Italy. This number, however.

The order of the Propaganda Ministry 
forbidding mention of Dr. Eckener’s name 
in the German Press has been withdrawn. 
An official of the Ministry said to-day: 
“Yes, it is true that the ban has now 
been removed.”’ 

The first news that Dr. Eckener was out 
of favour with Nazi official quarters came 
when the new Zeppelin Hindenburg had 
already begun its maiden voyage to Bouth 
America. An order was issued to the 
German Press by the Propaganda 
Ministry on April 2nd forbidding mention 
of Dr. Eckener or publication of his photo- 
graph in connection with the flight. All 
publicity was given to Captain Lehmann, 
the navigating captain of the airship. 

Reasons for the ban were said to be that 
Dr. Eckener had most unwillingly allowed 
the Hindenburg to be used for election 
propaganda, and that at a dinner he had 
given the toast “ Heil, Germany,”’ instead 
of “Heil, Hitler.” 

Dr. Eckener told Reuter that he could 
not understand the report of his disgrace, 
and added: “ I am not a politician.’ 

When he returned to Germany he had 
an interview with General Goering. It 
was learned on Friday last that Dr. Eckener 
would command the Hindenburg on her

THE MIDDLEMEN 
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The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day :—Yesterday’s debate on 
broadcasting dealt imconclusively with the 
issues, for the Cabinet had postponed their 
consideration of the view of the committee 
appointed to examine the findings of the 
Ullswater report. Of the issues raised by 
this comprehensive document only one is 
controversial and demands urgent atten- 
tion. That is the question of the relay 
exchanges. These are commercial organisa- 
tions which redistribute broadcast pro- 
grammes over a wire network. There are 
at present some 550 exchanges, with about 
a quarter of a million subscribers. The 
number is small compared with the total 
of some 7,000,000 licence-holders, who get 
their B.B.C. programmes undiluted; but 
the system, which was only started in 
1927, already attracts nearly twenty times 
as many subscribers as it did five years 
ago, and now shows signs of vigorous and 
rapid growth. 

The situation is anomalous, adds The 
Times, The relay exchanges purvey a 
mixed programme, in which broadcasts 
from the B.B.C. may find themselves in 
the doubtful company of broadcasts from 
foreign stations advertising the com- 
mercial products of British firms. In this 
country all broadcast advertisements are 
technically contraband. The Broadcasting 
Conference at Lucerne in 1933 (at which 
this country was represented) unanimously 
resolved that the practice of broadcasting 
advertisements a propaganda in foreign 
languages contrary to the wishes‘of the 
broadcasting organisation of the country 
whose language was used should be dis- 
continued. Nothing is more fundamental 
to the policy of the B.B.C. than its 
aversion from advertising, and the Ulls- 
water report specifically reaffirmed and 
approved of its attitude in this connection. 
Under the existing regulations the Post 
Office issues at a nominal price licences 
to the relay exchanges, which is almost 
as if the War Office, say, were to grant 
to the public certificates for the purchase 
of firearms which had been banned by 
Scotland Yard. 

What is certain about the relay system 
is that under present conditions it will 
spread both widely and rapidly among the 
poorer classes of the population, and this 
country will not for long be able to con- 
gratulate itself on a broadcasting system 
under which, while the broadcasting is 
controlled with enlightenment and im- 
partiality by a responsible public corpora- 
tion, the listening is controlled by Tom, 
Dick and Harry. The relay exchanges com- 
plain that to interfere with them is an un- 
warrantable infringement of the rights of 
private enterprise. Private enterprise is 
an admirable thing, but it is difficult to 
avoid the feeling that it has been more 
worthily manifested than by these 
superfluous middlemen, whose unproduc- 
tive activities, so far from creating em- 


unfavourably on the manufacturers and 
retailers of wireless equipment.

The great majority 
were charged with simple and minor 
larcenies, but there were 84 cases of break- 
ing into shops and 30 cases of house break- 
ing, and in addition 47 cases of malicious 
injury. It might be that they had gone 
too far in their natural reluctance to 
impose punishment on young persons, and 
that the courts would have to take sterner 
measures. 


SMUGGLING 


Referring to the employment of. the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary im the 
suppression of smuggling, he said that as 
of representations made by 
the. Northern Government a new 
system was now in operation, under which 
the police force as a whole could, in the 
normal course of their duty, deal with 
smuggling offences just as with any other 
form of crime.. The Imperial Govern- 
ment was paying the Northern Govern- 
ment a sum of £80,000 in respect of the 
service of the police on this duty. 

Mr. W. Grant (U.) said that he agreed 
with the Minister that the troubles were 
not over in the Six Counties. A good deal 
of the trouble in Northern Ireland was 
not due to the rank and file of the police 
force, but the “ brass hats.”” On 17th 
April a Unionist recreation club in Dun- 
cairn was raided by the police, and the 
books were still in possession of the 
authorities. If they continued at 
this kind of thing t police would 
not continue to have the confidence 
of the people. At a recent football match 
in the York street area there were large 
forces of police at street corners, and 
inside the grounds there were more police 
than spectators. The police had every- 
thing there except aeroplanes and sub- 
marines. He also asked why barricades 
should be erected in the streets inhabited 
by the loyal and decent people of the York 
street area. Shopkeepers in this area were 
in a state of bankruptcy on account of 
these barricades. He added that there 
should be an inquiry into the whole 
management of the police force, 


A PROTEST MEETING 


Mr. T. J. Campbell (Nationalist) said 
that the forces of his in the Six Counties 
had the free run of the Unionist halls.

OVING the second stage of the Con- 
naught Rangers (Pensions) Bill, in 

**2 the Dail yesterday, Mr. FRANK 
ATKEN, Minister for Defence, who spoke in 
Gaelic, said that the bill provided compensa- 
tioh' fof those members of the lst Battalion, 
Connaught “Rangers, who participated in the 
mutiny in India in 1920, and who, in conse- 
quenee, were sentenced to death, penal ser- 
vitude,. or imprisonment for a period of not 
less ‘than twelve months. The mutiny 
started at Jullundur on June 28, 1920, and 
at Solon on June BD. . 
The men, said Mr. Aiken, yoiced their 
rotest against the state of affairs in Ire- 
fond at the time, and stated their determina- 
tion to stand by Sinn Fein, and to show by 
their action in mutmying their indignation 
at the acts committed by British troops in 
Ireland. They demanded the withdrawal of 
the military in Ireland, and refused 
to soldier any further until such 
withdrawal took place. Sinn Fein flags were 
hoisted by them at both Jullundur and 
Solon. All the personnel of the units 
of Connaught Rangers stationed at those 
laces did not take part in the mutiny. 
Pending separation of the two sections, and 
the setting up of a courtmartial to try the 
mutineers, the personnel of the units were in- 


terned. 
THE SENTENCES 


At the courtmartial 90 members of the 
Connaught Rangers were brought up for 
trial, with the result that one was sentenced 
to death (and executed), 13 sentenced to 
death (later commuted to penal servitude for 
life), 6 to 21 years’ penal ‘servitude, 5 
to 15 years’ penal servitude, 36 to varying 
periods from one to ten years, while 29 were 
not sentenced owing to lack of evidence. It 
was believed that the 61 persons sentenced 
might be regarded as having taken part in 
the mutiny. In addition, two were killed 
in the mutiny, bringing the total number up 
to 65 

Certain mutineers, by virtue of their ser- 
vice in the British Army at the time of the 
mutiny, had established a presumptive right 
to a long-service pension, and the bill pro- 
posed to award such persons with a pension 
equivalent to that which they would have 
received had they served on in_ the 
British Army till they had completed 21 
years’ satisfactory service, and had been dis 
charged with the rank held at the time of 
the mutiny. Provision was made for suspen 
sion of service pensions in the case of per- 
sons in receipt of remuneration, pension or 
allowance (other than a wound pension pay 
able under the bill) payable out of public 
money. In the case of participants who had 
not by reason of long service established a 
presumptive right to British Army pensions, 
the bill proposed to award a service gratuity 
not exceeding £152. There was provision 
also for a grant with regard to persons 
suffering from disabilities as a result of the 
mutiny. This sum varied according to the 
degree of disablement. 


THE ALLOWANCES 


The bill provided also for the rant of 
allowances to the widows and children of 
participants who were killed during the 
mutiny or whose death was attributable to 
wounds or disease ays out of it, pro- 
vided the marriage took p 
June 20. 1920. 

The allowances were as follows :—Widow, 
10s. a week: children under 16 years of age— 
first child 5s., every other child 3s. 

Pensions and allowances under the bill, the 
Minister added, will be payable as irom 
October 1, 1954.

HE Abyssinian “ Hindenburg line” 
in the south continues to resist the 
attacks of the Italians, says the Press 
Association, and a check in the Italian 
advance on that front is néw admitted 
from Rome. Heavy rain, it is stated, has 
fallen in that area, and has made neces- 
sary a pause in the Italian offensive. 
Meanwhile the Italian column ad- 
vancing on the capital from the north is 
moving slowly nearer. In four days the 
main y has advanced 70 miles from 
Dessie, and is now 120 miles from Addis 
Ababa. Another column is reported to be 
about 80 miles from Dessie on another 
road. 


The strategical position of these forces, 
if the Abyssinian armies in the south can 
remain intact and undefeated until the 
big rains begin about June, will be an 
interesting one. Italy, however, is already 
discussing plans and programmes after a 
complete victory has been achieved. 


FTERCE BATTLE 


Heavy fighting is reported from the 
southern front, especially near Sasa 
Baneh, the keystone of the fortified line. 
A fierce battle raged for three days, with 
the Abyssinians putting up a stubborn 
resistance and repulsing the Italian 
attacks time after time. Having failed 
to break the Abyssinian line, the Italians 
are not only rushing up reinforcements, 
but are again resorting to the use of great 
quantities of mustard gas on the southern 
front. 

The Abyssinian tactics on this front are 
reported to be causing the Italians heavy 
losses. 


TIRED 


A pause in the offensive on the 
Southern Front has been ordered by Gene- 
ral Graziani, according to the latest re- 
ports from that front to Rome, owing to 
heavy rain and the exhaustion of the 
troops after the hard fighting on April 
23rd, 24th and 25th. 

The Italian Government has sent a 
Note to the League about the bombing 
of Harar on March 29th, when the 
greater part of the town was destroyed. 
‘It is quite certain,” says the Italian 
Government, “that the Egyptian hospital 
suffered only casual and unimportant 
damage. The Abyssinian assertion that 
Harar was undefended is absolutely false, 
as is evidenced by the existence of large 
dépéts and military works, and the fact 
that the Italian aircraft came under heavy 
fire, some of them being hit.”’ 


ARMS HELD UP 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Eden, replying to Brigadier-General 
Spears, said: ‘‘] understand that the 
French authorities at Djibuti have not 
forwarded to their destination two small 
consignments of arms ordered by the 
Abyssinian Government and shipped from 
German ports. No communications have 
passed between H.M. Government and the 
French Government on this subject. I 
cannot say whether there was any com- 
munication between the French and Abys- 
sinian Governments.”

£820,645 worth of goods, while Australia pur- 
chased from this country £8,262 worth of 
goods. In view of that trade balance the 
Minister could claim that this country wa: 
entitled to a concession in the shape of getting 
permission from the Australian authorities to 
take some of our #rplus labour, 
Mr. M. BRENNAN (U.I., Roscommon) 
said that the Minister's greatest success had 
been achieved in the s@tting up of monopolies 
and rings. If they were going to have in- 
dustria\ activity it-ought to be able to stand 
on its own legs and: face competition. It 
was most unfair that-they had to pay ex- 
horbitant prices for commodities. Ten million 
pounds was a huge figure for Customs in 
this country, and the people were being 
charged much more than that. The Minister 
should see that the articles produced in the 
country were value for the money that was 
being paid for them.

Dillon) got in touch with the Department, 
and asked that licences to import this com- 
modity should -be given to all shirt manv- 
facturers. 


DEPARTMENT'S LETTER 


Mr. Dillon read a letter from the De- 
partment intimating that the Minister had 
not had time to look into the facts concern- 
ing Mr. Dillon’s telephone conversation with 
an officer of the Department, but he felt no 
ground for granting concessions to Messrs. 
John McLoughlin and.Co., Buncrana, which 
were not granted to other competitors in the 
shirt-making industry, and he was unable, 
therefore, to recommend the issue of licences 
for the free importation of the cotton material 
in question.

MR. LEMASS’S REPLY 


THE ACID TEST OF TARIFFS 
Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 


Commerce, said that he was glad that the 
Opposition party had lifted the veil regarding 
its policy on matters of Government. This 
was the first time an attempt had been made 
to give their point of view, Because of the 
cg by Mr. qn ep he thought that 
the day must be regarded as a most signifi- 
cant occasion in the history of the Dail. 

In regard t6 the quantity of eggs exported, 
the Spanish market was much less important 
than the British market, but prices seeured 
in Spain were slightly higher than in Great 
Britain; but the prospect of a market in 
Spain had been improved. With regard to 
cement, he hoped that this year a definite 
Start would be made with two cement fac- 
tories in this country.

He condemned 
the tariff policy of the wresent Government 
becanse (1) it was doing the country no good ;

& more satisfactory tariff from being put 
into operation. Mr, McGilligan argued 
against proceeding with the development of 
industries by protection, irrespective of the 
consequences. Nobody could say what the 
consequences of the industrial drive were 
going to be. There was, however, ample 
evidence of the consequences of ignoring in- 
dustrial possibilities and of concentrating on 
the export of agricultural produce’ and the 
import of industrial products, That policy 
had been tried and condemned and could not 
be restored, 

The acid test of the effectiveness of any 
tariff was increased production and increasing 
employment. The tariff of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem imposed by the previous régime on 
boots and shoes had been dicted as an 
example of a successful tariff.. but this had 
resulted in only 10 per cent. of the country’s 
requirements being produced. In 1932 the 
present Government took office, and as a 
result the number ‘of people employed in 
boot and shoe factories had increased to 4 500 
and five additional factories were being esta. 
lished this year The factory which had paid 
25 per cent. on its Ordinary shares had only 
a small number of Ordinary shares. This 
did not represent the average scale of profits 
in the industry, which was carried on as 
efficiently as that in England.

At a meeting of the Dublin Board ol 
Public Assistance yesterday, it was stated 
that the expenditure on relief was £114 per 
week above the normal figure. 

Attention was called by the relief super-

Acts to make any payment cf 
unemployment assistance unless it were de- 
termined that the applicant satisfied all the 
statutory conditions. In any case, the letter 
added, where an applicant was refused un- 
employment Assistance he could lodge a re- 
newed application after a lapse of six weeks 
from the date on which he failed to comply 
with the conditions.

Viscount,.Craigayon, addressing .. the 
annual meeting of the North Down 
Unionist Association at Bangor this even- 
ing, explained why the Northern Govern- 
ment were unable to lighten motor taxa- 
tion this year. 

He said that the almost insuperable 
difficulty of keeping motor taxation in 
Northern Ireland at the same rates as in 
Great Britain would be more generally 
appreciated if the public understood the 
differences that existed between -Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, so far as 
road maintenance was concerned. When 
the Northern Government was established 
the roads in their area were relatively 
much inferior to those in Great Britain. 
The war period had left them in a de- 
plorable condition. The Government and 
the highway authorities were, therefore, 
faced with exceptionally heavy expendi- 
ture for the reconstruction and improve- 
ment of roads of all classes. 

In view of the limited resources at their 
disposal they were obliged to concentrate, 
in the first instance, on providing the 
trunk roads with foundations and much 
stronger and more durable surfaces than 
had sufficed in the past. 

They proposed to increase the grants for 
second-class roads from thirty to forty 
per cent., but it would not be possible 
to do this until next year. It was also 
proposed to transfer 600 miles from third- 
class to second-class roads, and these 
would obtain the higher grant. The 
Northern Exchequer would not take more 
from the road fund this year than was 
taken last year, although the British 
Chancellor had decided to divert five and 
a quarter million pounds sterling from 
the British road fund to the Exchequer,
